The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Board paved the way 
Tuesday night, June 23, dur- 
ing its regular monthly 
meeting for new economic 
development in Elba. 

Following a 30-40 minute 
executive session, the board 
returned to open meeting, 
and board member Barry 
Giles made a motion with a 
second from board member 
Tom Maddox that effec- 
tively would allow board 
chairman Tim Johnson to 
enter into an agreement to 
transfer the brownfield land 
on Hwy. 84. in Elba [located 
between Coleman Funeral 
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Home and Pope Tent] to 
Southern Tractor LLC, con- 
tingent upon some paper- 
work being completed with 
ADEM regarding the land. 

Brownfield land is a 
former industrial or com- 
mercial site where future 
use is affected by real or 
perceived environmental 
contamination. Upon com- 
pletion of the paperwork 
with ADEM, the proposed 
construction by Southern 
Tractor LLC would be al- 
lowable on this site. 

The motion to transfer the 
land to Southern Tractor 
LLC [owner Blake Street- 
man] passed by a unani- 
mous vote of the Elba Water

building permit for renovations 
to old Fred’s building in Elba

Elba’s code enforcement 
officer provided an update 
from his office Tuesday, 
June 23, to the Elba City 
Council and revealed in that 
report was confirmation that 
O’Reilly’s Auto Parts is 
planning to renovate the old 
Fred’s building in the city. 

There had been ongoing 
rumors within the city for 
months that O’Reilly’s was 
planning to move into the 
old Fred’s building, but 
those rumors had not been 
confirmed by any substan- 
tial evidence. That changed 
during last week’s council 
meeting. 

While reporting on recent 
building inspections, code 
enforcement officer Bryson 
Dear noted he has received, 
reviewed and approved 
plans and permit application 
for renovation to the former 
Fred’s building. This was 
from O’Reilly’s Auto Parts. 

Dear said the plans indi- 
cate O’Reilly’s will be cre- 
ating a distribution center at 
that building, and the auto 
parts company will also 
have a retail storefront on 
location. 

Regarding active cases 
from the code enforcement 
office, Dear said he has 23 
property maintenance cases 
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and 35 unsafe structure 
cases open for a total of 58 
currently, Overall since 
recording cases, Dear said 
there had been 213 opened 
with 155 closed for a 72.77 
percent closure rate for the 
code enforcement office. 

Dear noted the FEMA 
buyout program continues 
to move forward as well. He 
said 10 properties were par- 
ticipating in the program out 
of the first group of 15. He 
said the city sent out nine 
offers to purchase for a total 
amount of $438,900, and all 
nine offers were accepted. 

Dear said meetings were 
planned June 29 — July 2 
with the second group of 
property owners in the 
buyout program. He said 
meetings were scheduled 
with 16 of 20 property 
owners contacted in group 
two. 

Dear said he anticipates 
closings for the first round 
of buyouts to be scheduled 
for the end of July. He said 
a preliminary exterior in- 
spection of these properties 
had been completed to de- 
termine the scope and time- 
line for demolitions. Interior 
inspections and asbestos 
testing will be completed 
after closing on the buyouts 
and before demolition can 
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and Electric Board. 

“I’m very excited,” 
Streetman said following 
this approval by the board. 
“T’ve been talking with Tim 
Johnson [regarding this po- 
tential project] for probably 
eight months now. He has 
been very influential in 
helping me, and I truly be- 
lieve he wants what is best 
for Elba.” 

Currently Southern Trac- 
tor is located on the same 
site as Gene’s Auto Sales in 
Elba, but once the new con- 
struction is completed down 
the road on Highway 84, it 
will be much more than a 
tractor sales business. 

Andy Pugh, store man- 
ager for Southern Tractor in 
Elba, said the new Southern 
Tractor Company [STC] is 
going to be a lot like Tractor 
Supply meets Ace Hard- 
ware. 

“People are dying to do 
business with people in 
Elba,” Pugh said. “With this 
new store, it will be nice for 
our citizens to be able to not 
have to travel 30-minutes to 
buy weed killer and other 
essential home items.” 

According to Streetman, 
the new Southern Tractor 
Company will include a 
10,000 sq. ft. retail store 
along with a 30,000 sq. ft. 
tractor dealership. Also, he 
said he is leaving room on 
the property for other an- 
nouncements in the future. 

“Where do you go in Elba 
to buy anything after 5 
p.m.?” Streetman asked. 

He said STC would offer 
a little bit of everything for 
the home, except cold gro- 
ceries. He said his plans are 
for the store to be open well 
after 5 p.m. to allow Elba 
citizens plenty of time to 
shop for their household 
needs without having to 
travel outside of the city. 

“Tt’s going to be a lot like 
a Rural King home and 
farm store,” Streetman said. 
“I’m just excited to bring 
this to Elba.” 

Bringing the new ex- 
panded STC to Elba did not 
come without some compe-

The Coffee County Board 
of Education met Thursday, 
June 25, at noon for a called 
meeting, and several per- 
sonnel matters were ap- 
proved, including the 
acceptance of four teacher 
resignations. 

The personnel _rec- 
ommendations came from 
Superintendent Kevin Kill- 
ingsworth to board 
members, and the resigna- 
tions included:

Taking into account start- 
ing the 2020-2021 school 
year under special guide- 
lines dealing with COVID- 
19, the superintendent 
recommended amending the 
2020-2021 school year. This 
was approved by the board. 

Killingsworth said he felt 
it would be a good idea to 
implement additional pro- 
fessional development and 
sanitation training for 
teachers prior to the stu- 
dents returning to school. 
Therefore, he recommended 
moving the start date for 
students back to Monday, 
Aug. 10, for the new school 
year. Teachers will report to 
school for professional de- 
velopment and other train- 
ing on Monday, Aug. 3rd. 

“We are doing this to get 
our teachers prepared for 
the various sanitation proce- 
dures that will be in place 
this school year,” Killing- 
sworth said. 

The amended calendar 
has the last day for students 
for the 2020-2021 school 
year being May 27, 2021. 

Killingsworth said with 
the changes, the calendar 


still allows the schools to 
get the state required 1,080 
educational hours in for stu- 
dent throughout the school 
year. 

The superintendent said

plans now in motion for reopening in August

Last Friday, June 26, state 
board of education superin- 
tendent Dr. Eric Mackey 
presented his “Roadmap to 
Reopening Schools,” and 
the 46-page document re- 
vealed the plan the state has 
designed for allowing Ala- 
bama public schools to re- 
open in August. 

The plan basically devel- 
oped three methods of 
learning for students — Tra- 
ditional [student attend 
classes on campus], Remote 
[students attend classes re- 
motely using a variety of 
virtual and paper resources] 
learning, and Blended [stu- 
dents transition between tra- 
ditional and remote and 
back again based on need 
and preference] learning. 
The document also identi- 
fied various essential, guid- 
ance, and consideration 
focus areas as schools pre- 
pare to reopen. 

Mostly, though, the Dr. 
Mackey let it be known that 
local school boards and su- 
perintendents would be 
charged with ultimately de- 
ciding the best plans that 
best benefit their individual 
schools as the new year 
nears. 

“Looking forward to the 
2020-2021 school year, we 
know that many challenges 
lie ahead. Some of them we 
can anticipate but new ones 
are bound to arise along the 
way,” Dr. Mackey said.

“Honestly, it would have

“My kids are going to go 
to school in Elba. Blake’s 
kids go to school in Elba,” 
he said. “We hope this 
sparks interest for others to 
build here too.” 

Pugh said places like An- 
dalusia, Alabama had grown 
by leaps and bounds over 
the past several years be- 
cause the city figured out a 
way to help business de- 
velop and grow. He said the 
same could happen in Elba, 
and he hopes the new STC 
development will be the be- 
ginning of a new trend for 
the city. 

“We feel like this could

Pugh said. “The city has 
been super helpful and won- 
derful to work with on this 
project. They see the poten- 
tial.”

Southern Tractor Com- 
pany will be the retail name 
of the new store with South- 
ern Tractor LLC remaining 
the tractor dealership. 
Streetman said this new 
venture will bring a mini- 
mum of 20 new jobs to Elba 
once the new store opens, 
but when everything is up 
and running that number 
could increase to 30-35 new 
jobs or more. 

“I am really looking for- 
ward to it,” Streetman said. 
“T know it will work. I have 
studied and studied. I do not 


want to fail.” 
Another thing both 
Streetman and Pugh agree is 


working in their favor is 
their recent acceptance of 
Jesus Christ into their lives. 

“The best thing that has 
ever happened to me was 
hiring Ralph Bradley,” 
Streetman said. “He has 
changed my life.” 

Pugh said Bradley had 


been a spiritual inspiration 
to both he and Streetman. 
He said they both recently 
joined the church, and they 
now truly see that great 
things are happening in their 
lives because of God...not 
because of what they do. 

Bradley said over the re- 
cent quarantine time, both 
Streetman and Pugh ac- 
cepted Christ. He said they 
would be baptized as soon 
as Ino Baptist Church re- 
turns to being able to per- 
form those services. 

Bradley said his family 
had church by the pond on 
his family’s property during 
the time the church was 
closed for the safe-at-home 
quarantine, and he said both 
Streetman and Pugh were 
there every Sunday with 
them.

ALEA resumes normal driver license operations 


Despite the challenges of 
COVID-19, the Alabama 
Law Enforcement Agency’s 
Driver License Division has 
continued to serve the cit- 
izens of the state of Alabama 
while resuming face-to-face 
operations and making 
safety a top priority. 

The division closed its of- 
fices to the public on Friday, 
March 27; however, em- 
ployees continued to provide 
services to the public via 
phone, email and online. 
ALEA was able to ensure it 
did not compromise the 
health and safety of both its 
customers and employees 
during the pandemic. 

After Governor Kay Ivey 
issued a Safer at Home 
Order, ALEA’s Driver Li- 
cense Division began a “soft 
opening” at 13 locations ac- 
ross the state on Monday, 
May 4. In the following 
weeks, the agency gradually 
reopened other offices. By 
Monday, June 29, 95% (69 of 
its 73 locations) were open to 
the public. ALEA will ensure 
the public’s safety by imple- 
menting safety procedures 
and adhering to all COVID- 
19 guidelines during each 
transaction. 

ALEA’s Secretary Hal 
Taylor said, “We meticu- 
lously and strategically de- 
veloped a plan to reopen our 
Driver License offices to 
avoid putting anyone at risk 
during this precarious time. 
The absolute last thing we 
wanted was to contribute to 
the spread of the coronavi- 
tus. In addition, ALEA’s 
Driver License Division is 
striving to alleviate the accu- 
mulation of a COVID-19-re- 
lated backlog, and it will 
continue to utilize new and 
innovative procedures to re- 
duce the congestion at 
Driver License offices 
throughout the state.” 

Since the soft opening in 
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early May, 66.244 customers 
have received face-to-face 
service in Driver License of- 
fices, and 98,167 online cus- 
tomers were served between 
March 16 and June 19. 
ALEA saw a significant in- 
crease in online transactions, 
whereas in 2019, only 
33,337 were served. 

On Monday, June 2, the 
agency resumed Class D 
Road/Skills tests on a lim- 
ited basis. Between June 2 
and June 19, 5,544 road tests 
were completed, which is an 
increase of 115% as com- 
pared to the same period in 
2019. Currently, Driver Li- 
cense personnel have ad- 
ministered 6,922 Class D 
Road/Skills tests for regular 
driver licenses and 706 
Commercial Driver License 
Skills tests. Another 8,000 
customers have been served 
through ALEA’s partnership 
with the Alabama State De- 
partment of Education to 
streamline the Yellow 
Card/Vessel License process 
for 16-year-old students who 
passed the required road test 
with an instructor.

Protecting religious freedoms 


As we celebrate July Fourth this year, we will probably 
honor the heroes who have fought, and those who fight now, 
to secure and protect our country and our freedoms. This is 
good, because freedom is one of those qualities that must be 


forever guarded. 


I would like to dedicate this week’s article to the struggle 
for religious freedom and people who put their lives on the line 
in order to provide freedom of conscience for themselves and 


for those who came after them. 


Every liberty we have is precious. Religious liberty is one 
which we take too much for granted. Citizens of the American 


colonies could not assume so much. 


Many immigrants to the colonies came because they expected 
less persecution in America than they received in their native 
lands. But for a long time, what they could expect was not reli- 
gious liberty, but religious toleration, or perhaps, intoleration. 

Roger Williams’ booklet, “The Bloody Tenet of Persecu- 
tion,” and John Clarke’s “Ill News from New England.” alerted 
people of England that religious freedom was still a dream in 


colonial America. 


What colonists could usually expect was a legal demand that 
they support a “state church” along with an option for worship 
according to conscience, Since those who opted for worship 
other than the accepted form were often in the minority, they 
frequently were mocked, blacklisted, and even persecuted for 
their dissent. The well-worn phrase about the separation be- 
tween church and state reflects the early dissatisfaction of a 
particular church being favored and supported by the state. 

Even in the notable year of 1776, the Virginia Assembly was 
presented a petition with about 10,000 signatures, requesting the 
elimination of a state supported church and the removal of reli- 
gious oppression. Thomas Jefferson later remarked of that ses- 
sion: After desperate contests almost daily from the Ith of 
October to the 5th of December, we prevailed so far only as to 
repeal the laws which rendered criminal the maintenance of 
any religious opinions, the forbearance of repairing to church 
or the exercise of any mode of worship; and further, to exempt 
dissenters from contributions to the support of the established 
church; and to suspend, only until the next session, levies on 
the members of that church for the salaries of their own in- 
cumbents. For although the majority of our citizens were dis- 
senters, as has been observed, a majority of the legislature 
were churchmen. Among these, however, were some reason- 


to the service. 


doors. 


able and liberal men, who enabled us, on some points, to ob- 


tain feeble majorities. 


This victory for religious liberty was still only a partial one. 
According to historian Robert Baker, the Anglican Church 
could continue to levy taxes for the relief of the poor and only 
Anglican ministers could perform marriage ceremonies in Vir- 
ginia. Years passed before dissenting religious leaders had the 
legal status of their counterparts in the established church. 

What American today can really sympathize with the reli- 
gious people of the 17th and 18th centuries, who were taxed, 
beaten, harassed, fined, run off and possibly killed because 
they dared to worship according to their convictions and 
thereby “stepped to the tune of a different drummer?” 

It was concern over this matter that prompted James Madi- 


son in 1773 to write to a friend: 


There are, at this time in the adjacent country, not less than 
five or six well-meaning men in close jail for publishing their 
religious sentiments, which, in the main, are very orthodox. 

Thave neither the patience to hear, talk or think of anything 
relative to this matter; for I have squabbled and scolded, abused 
and ridiculed, so long about it, to little purpose, that I am with- 
out common patience. So I must beg you to pity me, and pray 


for liberty of conscience to all. 


The freedom to worship according to conscience is a bless- 
ing beyond words. We must cherish it. We must honor those 
who have brought it about. We must ensure that this privilege 
be the possession of all people today and of our children in 


days to come.

Killingsworth did note 
that a parent/student survey 
had been sent out asking 
parents/students how they 
wanted to proceed for the 
new school year. He said 
only about 1,100 or the ap- 
proximate 2,500 student 
households for the system 
had responded thus far [as 
of last Thursday’s meeting]. 

Killingworth said, of the 
1,100 responses the survey 
had received that just over 
83 percent indicated they 
wanted a traditional plat- 
form [students attending 
classes on campus] for the 
school year while approx- 
imately 16.8 percent indi- 
cated they preferred a 
digital platform [student 
staying home and attending 
online].

At a much 
anticipated press conference Friday Dr. Eric Mackey stated 
he was confident that high school sports would resume with 
new protocols in place such as cleaning equipment as often 
and practical as possible, limiting access to sidelines in foot- 
ball and extending the players box to help allow for social 
distancing. He also stated that while fans will be allowed in 
the stands, standards for social distancing would be adopted, 
as were done in high school graduations. July 27 is the first 
official day for practice for fall sports, with the first date for 
playing a game being August 20. AHSAA executive director 
Steve Savarese said the organization was looking forward 
to the annual ‘Kickoff Classic’ set for Aug. 20-22 at Cram- 
ton Bowl, in Montgomery, and added that the AHSAA 
would study and produce a ‘Best Practices’ plan go be pre- 
sented to the Central Board of Control on July 22. A lot can 
still happen between now and late August, but for now it 
looks like high school sports fans will be happy and be able 
to attend games in just a matter of weeks. 

*&* T Know the high school football season is still over 
seven weeks away and I will take a look at the area football 
schedules in a couple of weeks. However, I sat down one 
afternoon last week to take a peek at the upcoming sched- 
ules and decided to give all football fans a few teasers as 
the season gets closer. Here in Elba, the Tigers will continue 
to load up the schedule with rugged non-region foes as they 
will oppose perennial 3A powers Daleville, Opp and Prov- 
idence Christian. The Tigers will also have three long road 
trips against region opponents as they travel to G.W. Long 
(57 miles), Cottonwood (59 miles) and Abbeville (62 
miles). Over in New Brockton, the Gamecocks will tangle 
with Georgiana, W.S. Neal and Cottonwood in non-region 
action, with the longest trip being a 58 mile trip to Georgi- 
ana. Up at Zion Chapel, the Rebels will oppose a trio of 1A 
opponents in no-region action in Kinston, Samson and 
Pleasant Home, with the longest road trip being a 44 mile 
trip to Geneva County. Down in Kinston, the Bulldogs have 
only eight games listed on the state site, with 3A Houston 
Academy and 2A Zion Chapel being their non-region 
games, with the longest trip being a 53-mile trek to Georgi- 
ana. Up in Brantley, the Bulldogs have a trio of tough non- 
region foes on their schedule in 2A powers Luverne and 
Highland Home, not to mention SA Charles Henderson, 
with a long trip to Geneva County (44 miles).

*# Former Elba Tiger head football coach Mac Cham- 
pion passed away recently at the age of 83 and left behind 
a legacy in high school sports that will always be remember. 
Champion was a two-time all-state quarterback at Hayne- 
ville High School and as a backup quarterback at Auburn 
before beginning his illustrious coaching career at Floyd 
Junior High, in Montgomery. He became the head football 
coach at Hayneville High in 1962 and in his first four sea- 
sons led his team to an incredible 39-1 record and three state 
championships. When Hayneville High closed its doors, 
Champion helped found Lowndes Academy and led the 
team to immediate success, and later headed to Monroe 
County, where he was the head coach at Monroe Academy. 
In a 13-year span at Hayneville, Lowndes Academy and 
Monroe Academy his teams posted a combined record of 
136-7-1. Champion came to Elba in 1976 and inherited a 
team that struggled to three straight losing seasons. In his 
only year with the Tigers, his team posted a 6-4 record, with 
three of the losses coming to Enterprise, Eufaula and An- 
dalusia. While Coach Champion’s career is always linked 
to success in the private school ranks, he was indeed one of 
the best high school coaches ever to take the field here in 
Alabama. 

*** T have watched several sporting events in recent 
weeks that had no fans in the stands and found it kind of 
eerie, but had to chuckle last week when I read that the ‘Na- 
than’s Hot Dog Eating Contest’ would be moved inside and 
would have no spectators. The past 68 years the annual 
event has been held on the boardwalk at Coney Island and 
drew thousands of interested spectators, but this year it will 
move inside to avoid the spread of the virus. I wonder if eat- 
ing indoors in an air conditioned building will help the con- 
testants eat more hot dogs.

Red snapper season to end 
July 3 in Alabama waters 


After completing a re- 
view of the first 20 days of 
the proposed 2020 private 
angler red snapper season, 
the Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources (ADCNR) antic- 
ipates the quota for the pri- 
vate angler red snapper 
season will be met on Fri- 
day, July 3, 2020. Therefore, 
Alabama waters will close 
to private angler and state- 
licensed charter red snapper 
fishing effective at 11:59 
p-m. on Friday, July 3, 2020. 

As of June 22, 2020, 
landing estimates show that 
anglers from private and 
state-licensed charter ves- 
sels have landed approx- 
imately 842,000 pounds of 
the 1.1 million-pound Ala- 
bama red snapper quota. 

“Other than the weekend 
of Tropical Storm Cristobal, 
we have had great weather 
in coastal Alabama which 
provided almost ideal fish- 
ing conditions,” said Scott 
Bannon, Director of 
ADCNR’s Marine Re- 
sources Division. “We de- 
velop the season dates based 
on historical weather infor- 
mation and fishing effort, 
both of which can be unpre- 
dictable once the season be- 
gins. The number of vessel 
trips during the past two 
seasons averaged 527 trips 
per day. So far during the 
2020 season, the average 
has been 822 vessel trips per 
day. When there are more 
people fishing we reach the 
quota sooner.”

“T have fished most week- 
ends of the season and it has 
been good to see so many 
people out enjoying this 
fishery,” said Chris Blan- 
kenship, ADCNR Commis- 
sioner. “I am disappointed 
that we will not be able to 
harvest red snapper during 
the full Fourth of July week- 
end or during the Alabama 
Deep Sea Fishing Rodeo. 
Like many, my family had 
plans to do both. However, 
the red snapper manage- 
ment plan sets the red 
snapper quota allocated to 
Alabama, as well as the 
other Gulf states. We are re- 
quired under the manage- 


ment plan to adjust to 
changes in the recreational 
fishery to ensure we do not 
exceed our quota. We will 
continue to work to make 
improvements in the federal 
stock assessment process 
for red snapper that we hope 
will increase the quota for 
future years.” 

Anglers are reminded that 
the federal charter season 
for red snapper is open 
seven days a week until 
12:01 a.m. on August 2, 
2020. The federally per- 
mitted charter vessels are 
not under state manage- 
ment, any season adjust- 
ments for charter vessels 
will be made by the Na- 
tional Marine Fisheries 
Service. The federal waters 
off Alabama, outside 9 
miles, will be open to an- 
glers landing red snapper in 
other states that have open 
red snapper seasons. The 
possession of red snapper, in 
Alabama waters, is prohib- 
ited during the closed recre- 
ational season.

SAFER-AT-HOME 
ORDER EXTENDED IN

“T immediately met with 
our administrators last 


Thursday after returning 
from the conference,” Mose- 
ley said. “We did a complete 
needs assessment of things 
that would help us reopen 
Elba City Schools.” 

He said he and admin- 
istrators looked at the func- 
tionality at each school 
fulling realizing that the high 
school building versus the 
elementary school building 
would look different when 
school opens. He said there 
were some things he could 
pass down to his admin- 
istrators saying “we are 
doing this” but ultimately 
each school would have 
some different guidelines in 
place that better suit a high 
school or elementary 
school’s functionality. 

“One thing we are looking 
at doing is starting the year 
checking everyone’s tem- 
perature upon entering the 
buildings,” Moseley said. “I 
believe this is a feasible 
safety measure we can take 
with our school size. Hope- 
fully that will help us at Elba 
City Schools to be better 
preventative.” 

Moseley said the discus- 
sion of face masks is still on 
the table and considering 
how far the school system 
takes that recommendation. 
Taking into consideration the 
state’s Safer-at-Home public 
health order, which was ex- 
tended this week until 5 p.m. 
July 31st by Governor Kay 
Ivey, the superintendent said 
the status of the public health 
order will largely affect the 
overall face mask decision at 
the start of school. 

“Personally, I would ad- 
vise having one on inside the 
buildings whenever fea- 
sible,” Moseley said. “I am 
not saying teachers/students 
should wear them all day 
long every day, but when 
feasible they should be 
worn.” 

Moseley said he would be 
getting more information out 
to parents as decisions are 
made, but he said it would 
be advised that parents pro- 
vide their child with his/her 
own face mask for school. 
He said the school system 
would have some available 
for those unable to provide 
their own, but he said it just 
would add to the safety-side 
of the matter if parents are 
able to provide their child 
with his/her own personal 
face mask. 

“We all are very aware the 
classroom is a place where 
we cannot always provide 
the necessary 6-ft. social dis- 
tancing space,” Moseley 
said. “That is when I would 
say it would be good to have 
a face mask on in those 
times.” 

He said at least for the start 
of the school year that break- 
fast and lunch would look 
different at the schools; ho- 
wever, he said plans on ex- 
actly how those feeding 
times would be handled are 
still being developed as 
school staff continues to 
work on how social distane- 
ing can be properly ad- 
dressed. 

Another area Moseley 
said is being considered 
heavily is that of bus riders. 

“We are definitely prob- 
ably going to require masks 
be worn while on the bus,” 
Moseley said. “I am also 
going to send out infor- 
mation to parents of bus 
riders asking them, if at all 
possible, if they have the

means, to drive their child to 
school at the beginning of 
the school year to cut down 
on the number of bus riders 
we have each day.” 

Moseley said he cannot 
require parents to drive the 
students to school, but he 
would recommend it to par- 
ents because it would be 
helpful to the school and to 
them regarding safety meas- 
ures. He said buses would be 
sprayed and sanitized each 
day. 

“Dr. Mackey made us all 
award that there would be 
both traditional and virtual 
learning options available 
for the school year,” Mose- 
ley said. “Me, personally. 
Chris Moseley wants all our 
students to come back to 
campus at the start of the 
school year, but for those 
who choose to have their 
child learn remotely via the 
online virtual options, we 
will have access to use the 
state provided online op- 
tions.” 

He stressed, however, that 
online learning would not be 
at all like it was when the 
school shut down in the 
Spring and students were 
provided packets of work 
just to finish out the fourth 
nine weeks. He said this will 
be actual attending classes 
and completing work daily, 
and he said online learning 
is not easy, especially at the 
elementary level. 

Any student that chooses 
to stay home and learn re- 
motely this upcoming school 
year would still be enrolled 
as an Elba City Schools stu- 
dent, the superintendent 
said. 

Moseley said parents 
could expect a survey to 
come their way sometime 
after the 4th of July holiday. 
He said this survey would 
help the school system get a 
better idea of how each par- 
ent/student wants to attend 
when school starts — tradi- 
tional or virtual. 

“T really hope at our 
school with our size that par- 
ents will send their kids back 
to school,” Moseley said. “T 
assure them we are doing ev- 
erything safety-wise we can 
to make it safe here where 
they can come back to 
school.” 

Delving further into 
things, the superintendent 
said he also knows everyone 
wants to know if football 
will be back this fall. 

“We all fully expect, at 
this time, for the season to 
open on time,” Moseley said. 

He said this applies to 
football and volleyball. 

“There are some changes 
they [Alabama High School 
Athletic Association] have 
been looking at such as per- 
sonal water bottles for each 
player so no one is sharing 
and extending sidelines to 
allow the players to social 
distance more effectively,” 
Moseley said. “Right now, 
though, we fully expect 
there to be a season.” 

As for fan attendance, 
Moseley said he also be- 
lieves, as things stand cur- 
rently and that is always 
subject to change, that fans 
will be able to attend the 
games. 

“We probably going to 
recommend fans wear a face 
mask,” Moseley said. “We 
want everybody to be able to 
come to the games; ho- 
wever, if we were to experi- 
ence a spike [in our county 
or city] too fast and be told 
by the health department to 
make changes, we might 
have to look at that time at 
limiting the attendance ca- 
pacity.” 

He said he does not want 
to have to limit attendance, 
but if it became necessary, 
the school system would do 
what was asked of it by pub- 
lic health officials to provide 
a safer environment for all. 

“We can ‘what if’ all day 
long. We can have a plan in 
place, and it’s going to 
change,” Moseley said. “We 
are going to have special 
called board meeting on July 
7, and I am going to have an 
action plan for the board 
members at that time for us 
to go over and discuss.” 

He said the plan would be 
a working document, and as 
issues arise it could be ad- 
justed.
